This  position  can  be  maintained  or 
true  pliilu.sophicul  principles.  It  is  a  fact  not  to  he  con¬ 
tradicted,  tliat  the  mind  by  becoming  familiar  with 
scenes  of  cruelty  and  blood,  loses  mncli  of  its  benev¬ 
olent  and  sympathetic  power.  Hence  it  is,  that  thoae 
who  make  war  a  trade,  who  are  continually  placed  in  a 
situation  that  calls  for  the  exercise  of  tire  worot  passiotw 
of  human  nature,  are  generally  bluod-thir.sty  and 
cruel.  The  natural  tendency  of  their  entployment,  ii 
to  check  the  growth  of  the  moral  sensibilities,  and  to 
deaden  the  sympathetic  impulses  of  the  soul.  Soinre- 
lalioii  to  public  executions.  During  the  period  of  tha 
French  revolution,  when  Paris  was  hiit  one  great 
slaughter  hnii.se,  when  hundreds  were  publicly  cxectr- 
ted  daily,  the  people  became  so  familiarized  with  then 
scenes  of  blood,  that  even  women  and  children,  it  is  said, 
stood  and  looked  on,  without  any  apparent  emotioD. 
.And  it  is  an  undeniable  truth,  that  public  executieiia  in 
our  own  country  have  served  to  increase,  rather  than  u 
lessen,  crime.  Witnessing  such  scenes,  deeds  ofblooik 
shed  lose  their  horror — the  heart  becomes  hardened, 
and  mail  rendered  during  and  reckle.ss. 

So  in  relauoii  to  the  doctrine  in  question — its  tenden¬ 
cy  is  decidedly  hardening.  It  has  no  appeals  save  to 
the  pns.sions  of  man's  nature,  and  presents  no  scenes 
in  prospective  save  those  of  darkiie.ss,  and  cruelty  and 
wo. 

Believed  for  himself,  it  produces  despair  and  insanity-^ 
for  his  neighbor,  it  renders  him  hard  hearted,  and  to  a 
certain  extent  insensible  to  the  sorrows  and  sufferingi 
of  his  fellow  men.  And  wc  may  remark  here,  that  tlia 
reason  why  these  results  are  not  produced  in  the  cast 
of  every  believer,  is,  that  they  wrestle  against  the  influ¬ 
ences  of  the  doctrine — there  still  lingers  a  faint  hope  tliat 
it  may  not  bo  true — that  it  may  yet  he  well  with  every 
child  of  God.  Tiieir  minds  dwell  on  a  brighter  pio- 
turn — oil  a  holier  scene;  and  the  continual  activity  of 
iho  moral  powers  prevents  tlie  natural  operation  oftheir 
belief  on  the  soul. 

The  tendency  of  the  doctrine  will  bo  plainer  to  tho 
view,  if  we  further  consider  that  man  i.s  prone  to  imk 
late  the  Being  he  worships.  If  be  believes  him  to  ba 
kind,  and  compa.ssioiiatc,  and  iiiercil'ul,  inflicting  no 
pain  or  mUery  on  bis  ehildren,  save  wlial  will  be  for 
ibeir  benelit,  ho  w  ill,  by  reflecting  on  this  character,  ur»- 
avoidably  imbibe  the  same  spirit  and  the  same  dispon- 
tion.  But  on  the  other  liaad,  if  he  believes  that  God  hu 
no  certain  love  for  any  of  lii.s  creatiire.s — that  he  is  an- 
cry  as  man  is  angry — hates  as  man  hates — that  he  will 
ut  1  ist  doom  a  portion  of  his  offspring  to  inierminablo 
wretchedness,  and  even  mock  them  in  their  agony — Ut 
him  fully  and  truly  believe  all  this,  and  make  it  a  matter 
of  reflection,  while  he  is  assured  he  himself  shall  escapo, 
and  he  will  as  certainly  put  on  the  same  character,  an 
an  efl’ect  will  Callow  a  known  cause ;  as  surely  os  achiU
